As csch performer appeared, a hearty welcome and 
mark of approbation was bestowed, which was recognised with proper 
feeling, but Mrs. EcerTon was much affected, and was compelled 
before she could utter a word, to retire from the front of the Stage 
until her strong emotions subsided. 

Mr. Munpen acted Sir Anihony Absolute in his very best style— 
never was this rich hurmourist more happy in the character. In the 
scene where his son Jack pretends coldness towards female charms, he 
represented the warm feeling of Sir Anthony in the most comic manner, 
and drew down peuls of applause. Mr. Cuarves Kemsie’s Captain 
Absolute is an easy, pleasant, performance. He shone very much in 
the scene we have just alluded to, and; indeed, was most pointed 
and agreeable throuzhout. When Mr. Lisron plays dcres who can 
be grave ? and, last night, he never gave less reason for asking that 
question, for he exerted his langh-extracting powers to such a degree 
that the very benches shoek with the mirth he created. Sir Lucius 
O’Trigger was represented by Mr. Jones. We will not say he 
equals Mr. J. Jounsrove in the part, but he plays it in a very gen- 
tlemanly style, and very like an Irishman who has had little opportu- 
nity of cultivating his native brogue. Mr. Youne acted Faulkland, 
aod ably marked the misgivings of that singular lover.
